IN  1919  I)R.  BROSSARD  or- 
ganized the  Department  of  Ag- 
ricultural Economics  and  Farm 
Management  at  USU.  He  re- 
signed in  1923  to  accept  a per- 
manent appointment  as  econo- 
mist for  the  United  States  Tar- 
iff Commission. 

President  Calvin  Coolidge  ap- 
pointed him  a member  of  the 
Tariff  Commission  in  1925.  This 
is  a nonpartisan  board  of  six 
members  which  advises  the 
President  and  Congress  on  tar- 
iff and  foreign  trade  matters. 


the  American  way  of  life. 

The  goal  of  Communism  is 
world  dominion,  stated  Mr. 
Wells.  This  world  dominion  will 
come  through  the  mastery  of 
text  books,  he  believes.  Because 
of  this  the  speaker  believes  in 
the  importance  of  education. 
The  cold  war  struggle  cannot 
be  forgotten  as  preparations  are 
made  for  a nuclear  war. 

“FREEDOM  MUST  be  table 
talk  in  America.”  said  Mr. 
Wells.  American  citizens  must 
learn  for  themselves  the  pres- 
ent circumstances  of  the  world. 
Institutions  of  higher  learning 
such  as  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity have  a tremendous  respon- 
sibility to  this  respect,  said  the 
speaker. 

Americans  must  become  as 
indoctrinated  in  Americanism  as 
Soviet  children  are  in  Commu- 
nism. Mr.  Wells  said. 

COMMUNIST  indoctrination 
begins  when  a Soviet  child  is 
56  days  old.  remarked  the  speak- 
er. The  child  is  placed  in  a state 
nursery  school  and  by  the  time 
he  is  eight  years  old.  he  has 
become  an  automatic  man  — 
thoroughly  Communistic. 

The  American  constitution  is 
the  greatest  converter  to*  liber- 
ty to  use  for  those  opposed  to 
liberty  or  for  those  who  do  not 
know  of  these  truths,  said  Mr. 
Wells.  This  document  should  be 
known  in  detail  to  be  most  ef- 
fective. 

MR.  WELLS  believes  United 
States  citizens  are  basically 
united,  in  spite  of  various  po- 
litical parties,  in  their  wish  for 
a better  America:  a stronger, 
more  determined  nation  that 
seeks  for  freedom  for  all  men. 

“Truly  this  the  time  that  trys 
men’s  souls."  he  said,  “and  Com- 
munism makes  It  so."

FOUR  ANNUAL  payments 
of  $12,000  have  been  made  by 
Kennecott  for  a research  pro- 
ject on  the  use  of  bacteria  in 
leaching  of  minerals.  A portion 
of  this  money  has  been  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  laboratory 
equipment. 

The  payment  was  presented 
to  the  university  by  Dr.  S.  R. 
Zimmerly,  director  of  Kenne- 
cott’s  center  for  applied  research 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  Visiting  the 
campus  also  was  Dr.  Marvin 
Tuddenham,  director  of  special 
projects. 

THE  PROJECT  enabled  fac- 
ulty researchers  at  BYU  to  car- 
ry on  and  further  develop  an 
earlier  $50,000  project  on  leach- 
ing started  eight  years  ago  and 
ended  in  1958.
